It still met with opposition; but, with some mutilation in 
the preamble, it was finally passed; and a singular proposition proved that 
its protection of opinion was universal. Where the preamble declares that 
coercion is a departure from the plan of the holy Author of our religion, an 
amendment was proposed by inserting the words Jesus Christ,’ so that it 
should read, ‘a departure from the plan of Jesus Christ, the holy Author of 
our religion; the insertion was rejected by a great majority, in proof that 
they meant to comprehend, within the mantle of its protection, the Jew and 
the Gentile, the Christian and the Mohammedan, the Hindoo and the wend 
of every denomination.”

Tux Democratic party, under the administration of J ames Buchanan, Presi- 
dent of the United States, attacked us, and sought to gain the favor of the 
nation by sending an army to Utah. His competitor, John C. Fremont, had 
been nominated ‘by the Republicans, and the platform of the convention 
which nominated him denounced slavery and polygamy as the twin relics of 


barbarism. The southern element was then in the ascendency in the Demo- 
cratic party, and they were by no means desirous to have their institution 


set down as a twin of polygamy. They were, therefore, quite willing to aid 


in destroying polygamy to prevent the odium that they fancied attached to 
the association. When Buchanan, therefore, became President, it had been 


pre-arranged—so I was informed in California, where I was then publishing 


the Western Standard and laboring in the ministry—that an attack should | 


be made upon our institutions, and for this purpose the army was oe 
Utah. Besides that, there were traitors in the government who wished to 
put the army in a position that if secession did occur it would be where > 
could not interfere with the carrying out of their plan. It has always seemed 


to me that that act of the Democratic party proved its ruin. It was defeated 
at the polls at the next election, and has never had a victory in the presi- 


dential election that has been conceded {~ intil the present. 


Tilden and Hendricks, in 1876, were doubtless elected, but they were 


cheated out of the election. The fact that the committee on platform at the 


last Demoeratic national convention refused to insert any plank in its plat- 
form attacking us, we think, is one of the causes of its victory. It is a re-

A METHODIST ON THE “MARRIAGE RELATION.” 


HE CROWDS A HEAP OF TRUTH INTO A SMALL SPACE. 


Bozeman, M. T., December, 2, 1884. 


Editor 
THroucu the kindness of some of your good soca women I received a 
couple of little Mormon books a few weeks ago. They are the first Mormon 
works that I ever read. I was not a little surprised while reading Mrs. 
Crecheron’s “ Representative Women of Deseret,” to find that so many of 
your Mormon women were from New England, where wisdom is supposed to 
have originated. From the stories that we commonly hear of the ignorance — 
of the Mormon women, I had almost made up my mind that they must have 
come from some place where they keep the run of the day of the week by 
cutting a notch on a stick every morning. But I find that some of them 
have even come from Boston, the hub of the universe.” So you can plainly - 
see that it has not been the reading of Mormon books that has en my 
faith in the present marriage system. 3 
I am a Methodist of the third generation. Still, when the Methodist dis- 
cipline does not give me the right to think for myself, I generally fall back 
on to the Constitution of the United States. I always liked the idea of run- 
ning on an independent line. But for the past twenty years, at least, IL have 
tried to make the Bible the man of my counsel, and whatever opinions I may © 
have on this subject I am indebted to my Bible for them. And the more 
carefully I examine into this matter, the more firmly am I convinced that a 
polygamous system of marriage is taught in the Scriptures. I cannot see 
how any one with a mind that he can call his own can arrive at any other 
conclusion. And if we should lay the Scriptures aside altogether, reason of 
itself is sufficient to teach us that the present monogamous system is un- 
natural, If I should commence to tell of some of the evils resulting from 
that marriage system, I could astonish some of the lecturers that are deren 
roaming over the oountry talking 80 loudly against the Mormons. aes 
And if there is as much misery and wretchedness in Utah as there is on the 95 
outside, I pray God to have mercy on the Mormons. The country is flooded — 
with lecturers on the Mormon question at present. To hear them talk one 
would naturally suppose that they had virtue running to waste. They talk | 
both long and loud of the evils of a polygamous system of marriage; they 
paint virtue in the most glowing colors; they talk of ‘purity with tears in 
their eyes; and notwithstanding all this, if some one should offer a dollar a 
pound for virtue they:couldn’t furnish an ounce for the market. They fid 
themselves just where the old doctor did when some one asked him if he had 
a diploma. After studying a moment he replied: “ Well, ba 2 guess 0 
but I have every other yarb that grows in the garden. 
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If people were willing to discuss this matter calmly ond dispassionately, 
they would soon see that the polygamist has the inside track, but they won't 
do that. If one merely mentions the matter to them, they generally fly into 
a rage and begin to cry: “ You ltstful, lecherous Latter-day Saint,” or some- 
thing of that sort. I generally get even with them by simply asking them if 
they are virtuous. That seems to be a deadener on most of them. I have 
always thought that in order to be a successful preacher of virtue, a man 
. Ought to be very sure that he has a good supply for himself, and perhaps a 
. little for the public. | 
I often hear Christians tell of the joy and bliss they expect to feel when 
they get to Abraham’s bosom. I don’t suppose that they have ever stopped 
to think that Sarah, Keturah and Hagar will be there; also Jacob, Leah, 
Rachel and the two handmaids. I have an idea they will have to change 
their minds before they get to Abraham’s bosom, or they are liable to bee 
come dissatisfied with the country after they get there, and there will be only 
One thing left for them to do; that is, to take Horace Greely’s advice and 
go west.”
